The latest aud best luiuc in this 
level zinc and fluorspar district is 
the Commodore near the Crittenden 
Spriage, owned and operatW by the 
Commodore Miniii): Company, of 
Loniaville. The company territory 
e— p nee> about 200 teres in the 
▼icinity of such well known mines 
as the Lcona, Cartwriirht. Bip Four, 
Larue and Crittenden mines, all of 
thelB beiag ob the Lame vein. This 
^reat mine, a <:;enuiDe bonanit, came 
into existence two months ago, 
thovgh the shaft was sank a year 
ago to tlM depth of lOO feet. Two 
months ago John L. Harpendin;; 
was employed by the company as 
•vptrlntendent. After apending 
three weeks in patting the machinery 
in shape and pumping' out the <haft

spar -ection. It aUo has the best 
<iuality. In his report he says there 
two entirely different ways by which 
thi-i mineral may have ticeii concen- 
trated. One is by the action of the 
normal meteoric waters of the region 
which may have gathered the scat- 
tered particles into the veins. The 
other is by the action of the heated 
waters, either originally meteoie de- 
rived fioiii the iiitnidrJ i'_'neou- rock, 
or in the part from each source. He 
farther says that la the indications 
are that the ohief agency was heated 
waters in scirrcgation and that an es- 
sential portion of the load of these 
miaes was obtaiaed from a lar«e mass 
of lower-lying intruded rock, of which 
the dikes are the offshoots. What- 
ever may have been the origin of 
spar or the other mineral of our conn* 
ty does not concern the land owner 
so much the indications that lead to 
the tndiav of thoaa miaerals. Bat 
even this does not concern the Har* 
din county owners because the min- 
erals are found ou the surface. 
This has beoB dooa by aearly every 
owner of 40 acies of latul in our coun- 
ty, ^par aud lead are found in many 
places on top of the ground. It may 
be well to learn what some of the 
minerals are so they may Vie known 
when found. Fluorite or Fluor Spar 
is oaa af the most beantifal of mia* 
eraU, ooouring in cubic crystals and 
groups of crystals. Sometimes very 
large and of a variety of colors, from 
oolorlass to graea, yellow, brown red 
and purple. It is common to find 
angles of the cube projecting from 
the face of aaother. A very lae 
specimen of this kind can be seen on 
a table in the Era office now, which 
came from the Lead Hill District. 
Those etyatala may ha aat ia varioas 
shapes by very light stroke of an edg- 
ed tool. They yield only when the 
strike is made line with their cleav- 
age. Fluorite is a oommon mineal 
in lead veins and is then to form the 
"gangue" of the ore. Galena, or 
Lead Salphide, is fetaad the Spar, 
It has cleavage. Much galena car- 
ries a somll amount of silver, and 
when this is snfleientin quantity to 
justify its being worked for the pre- 
cious metal, it is regarded as a sil- 
veroreand called argentiferous galena. 
In the Miller miaaa of Lead Hill 
quite a little qnaatityof silver ia ha- 
ing found. It now appears that If 
one can find lead fluor spar he la Vf^ 
to find laad aad allvar.— Oava*iM> 
Rock Bra.

THAT )^'asblngtoo was very wall 
off lu this world's goods Is a 
matter of eommou knowledKe. 
llie fart that he was e.M'eeil- 
inj:ly shrewd and thrifty in l)usim>!»* 
mattiTs is not so wiij.^ly known. He 
inheriti-d iiimh i)ropi ii>. and he In 
creased it by careful m.tua^'eiuent. 

Washington was indeed u many alde«l 
man. He could conqoar a king or In 
srease a com crop with the aamo fidel- 
ity to detail. He looked cloaely after 
tbe details In farming as well aa lu 
flplitluK, and therein Iny the secret of 
his Buceess in both tlit'sf professions. 

"Letters and Kecolli-otioiis of Ccoixe 
Wushiim'ton." publislifil by Double 
day, I'ujje & Co., reveals the busiuess 
side of bia life la a manner eak'ulate<> 
to convince the reader that the Father 
of Bia Coontry waa • likely hand at 
a bargain. It required a mighty Uvoly 
rascal to cheat George Waahington In 
a busiiic-s (leal. He was an able 
)u<lue of nit u and a severe analyzer of 
motives. In n few words he eould de- 
lineate the i haracter of a statesman or 
draw u eorreit picture of a servant, 
and be looked after bis servants, both 
cmployae and slave, from the bead 
overaaar on bia plantation to tbe ugli- 
•Bt acolllon in bia kitdien. 

Till- letters mentioned were written 
by Washington to his prlvote secre- 
tory, Tobias Lear, a young man from 
New Ham[)shlre. who occupied that 
conUilential post durlUK the last six- 
teen years of tbe great man's life. 

In a letter written from "George 
Town" early la 1791 Waahington in- 
cioaes sereral other lettsrs, eoo of 
which he mentions thus: 

Another letter from Cola Cannon which 
I flsay veaturs to say proves him to be. 
what I wfll not «U1 him. and that I need 
never look for any Rent from him. I 
pray you to say to him, if he does come 
to Philadelphia during my absence— that 
his otcn statement slven at New York- 
docs not Jiuttfy his prest. lepurl— and 
ttet I am too well acquainted with the 
M\otB at grain A the demand for It last 
year to bia own aaigbborbood, to be tan 
bv sarii a 



exhibits. In a word I mean that I am by 
no means satisfied with bia treatment of 
me. 

It ia well known that Waabiagtou 

provided ia bis will for tbe liberation 
of bis slaves after the death of hu 

widow V\'hlle he lived, however, he 
took i;oo(l l aie to see that his shivi's 
served him pnipt rly and that they iliil 
j not permit ilri'ams uf liberty to disturb 
1 their equilibrium. When the capit.il 
I of tbe nation was rcnioved to Phila 
I delphla. Washington took a number 
I of alavea from his lloaaC Vernon es 
I tate to servo in tbe pcealdeatial man 
i sloB, a boose rented by tbe prseideat. 
It appears from tbe following remarks 
In a letter to Mr. I.,enr from Richmond 
that WashliiKtoii was worried lest 
some of his ueKi'ues might obtain their 
liberty under Pennsylvania's lawa: 

The Attorney-General's cass and mine 1 
coiicclvo, from a conversation I had with 
him nspcctlnK our Slaves, is some what 
different. He in order to qualify hlmsflf 
for practice In the Courts of Penn«>l- 
vanla, waa obliged to take the Oaths of 
Citizenship to that State; whilst my resi- 
dence is inridental as an OlTlcer of Gov- 
ernment only, but whether among peopl'' 
who are in the practice of sntMn; Blavpf> 
even where there Is M colour of law for 
It. thU dIsUnctlon will avail, I k.\ow 
not, and therefore beg you wlU take tho 
best advlas you can on the subject, and 
In case it may be found that any of my 
Slaves may, or any for thsm shall at- 
tempt their freedom at tbs •zpiration of 
sis months. It is my wish and deal re that 
you would send the whoU, or such part 
of them as Mrs. Washinirton may not 
chuse to keep, home— for although I do 
not think they would be benefitted by ihf 
change, yet tlie Idea of freedom might be 
too great a temptation for them to resi.st. 
At any rate It misht, if thsy conceived 
they had a risht to It, make them Inso- 
lent In a State of Slavery. As all except 
Hercules and Paris are dower nearoes. it 
l>ehovps me to prevent tbe emancipation 
of them, otherwise I thatl not only loose 
the use of ttiem, but may have them to 
pay for. If upon takiBC rood advise It Is 
found ezpeeient to send them back to 
Virginia, I wish to hava It aooompllshed 
under pretext that may deceive both 
them and the Public:- and none I thlnl» 
wouUI so effectiiMlly do this, as Mrn 
Washington coming to Virginia nt>xi 
month (towards tie ssMdle or latter en<l 
of It, as she seemed to have a wish to <loi 
If she can aceensplish it by any con- 
venient and agMoable means, with tin- 
assistance of the fitage Horses &o This 
would naturally bring her mulj und 
Austin— and Hercules under the Idea of 
coming home to dssfe adUlst we remained 
there, might be sent on la the stage.

he see.nis to have had some difflrulty In 
arriviiii; at a fair liciire owiii;; to vari 
on-; improv.'iiiiMils made necessary by 
his oeeupniii v and to the appivrrmt in- 
disjtosllion of the owner. Kobert Mor- 
ris, to aet a price of rental. He- writes 
to Mr. Lear: 

I hop<> there Is no lnti»ntloa Ct 
near Bo fr rent to tlie rent of the 
I occupy, for I trrit rfm<'mt>er my desir- 
ing >o'i 'o infoirn iln- •'onimittie that I 
MU»t und trould know upon what terms I 
was to Inbabit the House and yt. yeu told 
me they TtmA flssd the Rent at M»g IT 
Annum. 

Washlnifton's secretary made a trip 
to Kiiiopt- in the fall of 1T!).'1. A) black 
fmiiih was ncedi^ ou tbe Virginia plan 
t.it;oiis .\ccordtagly tbe landlord^ wrote 

to .Mr Le.ir: 

If it Jihoi.iil 111- . 'in •• n:-n'. ami pf r.'''' t 
ly safi- fur ..-on ti> oiii;.o;i for nic. on r. a- 
sonal)!- terms a ciiir|il"'te Illack Smith, 
you would ooiltf" me by doing so. As tlnT.- 
are laws In England prohibiting such en- 
gagements nnoer severe penalties, ami 
such mny fvlst ir other Countries, /on 
win iinil' rvi inil nu' cl-'ariy that for no' 
consiilpi a'.ioii whatsoever would I have 
you run th«- smallest risk ot encountering 
them— you know full well what kind off a 
aadth wouM ault my purposes, • • * He 
moat have a ebaracter on which you ean 
rely, not only as a complete workman for 
a farm, but as an hoii' St. sober und in- 
dustrious man. If he comes on wagt's 
they must be moderate; A with or with- 
out wages, he must be t>ound to serve ane 
three years— tour would be batter. 

Washington aometimes became in 
dignaut at the dcrelletions of house 
servants, which shows that a present 
day problem was la asMeaoe tbsn. 

He writes: 

On the 2vtli. I wrote yoi: two letters. 
In one of liiem I intended (but forgot It) 
to have ni iile a request that you would 
enquire after the lad that used to wait 
at Suter's (William I think his name was) 
whose servitude had expirsd. and If disen- 
gaged and his character good, as well as 
handy, to engaRe him for me at eight 
Dollars P. Month, (with the other allow- 
ances kncwn to you) being i^hat I am 
now ohliged to give, to the most Indlffer* 
ent set of servants I ever had. 

The common opinion is that Wash- 
ington was such an Kustere personage 
that he never delRiied to smile or crack 
a Joke. A postscript to a letter to 
Mr. Lear Just after he left Philadel- 
phia and the presiileiicy in 17it7 has a 
humorous touch. T&e e.\-presldent was 
arranging to have bis thiugs sent back 
to Mount Vernon, to whlcb be was re- 
tiring to sad bis days bi peace and 
qnletode. He gave Inatruetlecs ts have 
the grate paeirad in some oM eaipettaa 
to keep it from scratching. Tbe bed- 
stead whlcb Nelly Custis slept on be 
longs (Mrs, Wa8hin<.;ton says) to nie 
Let this and the trundle under It be 
scut In the Vewsel." After various oUi 
er Instructions aud Washington's ha 
bitual expression of nffeetion, regard 
etc., with which he closed all his let 
ters to his secretary came tbe post 
script: "On one side I am called upon 
Is MOMmber tbe Parrot, on tbe other 
to remember tbe dog. For my own 
tsrt I sboold aot phis aoeb If both 
wece nrgoc.

It Is unfair to Panon Weems. how- 
ever, to place him In comparison with 
historians. He was not a historian 
He was an exhorter. In whate\er lie 
wrote he made a special plea. He set 
out with a fixed and deiinite inteniion. 
and. though altogether lacking in lit 
erary artistry, be hewed to the line 
until he readied "Flnia," Is tbe ease 
of the Waahlngton book bia purpose 
was to place before tbe pabllc. partic- 
ularly before young Amerlcsns, a pic- 
ture of a St. Washington. Idealized, ha 
loed. aureoled. until very few attrl 
bufes merely human were left. He 
BUeeeeded. and his work pleased the 
public of his day and for many years 
thereafter More than seventy edi- 
tions of Weems' "Washington" were 
published during the nineteenth cen- 
tury. In 1837 Joseph Allen of I'taila- 
deiphiu purchased tbe copyright and 
brought out the "twenty-seventh eili- 
tlon. greatly lmprove<l." though Mr. 
Weems had been dead since ivj."..

We havcj^^o 
long been in the habit ut ri\L':irdin u 
trusts a^i evil, anu'navc sudi i^ilircd 
hatred toward trusts, that all of us 
are to a degree prejudice against 
thcui. On the .itherhand all of J"our 
sympathies are with the laborinL' 
man and his efforts. We usually -ay 
that capital can take care of itself. 
But tonight we dcnire to put aside 
our prejudices and debate the <{ues- 
tioD upon its nerits. To be able to 
arriTv at a just eoneluitioD, we uiii«t 
• jauiine first int.i the prinripK- and 
oj.tralions of eaeli, and seeond the 

Kood and evil that nttanlly result 

frciL them. 

In the tirst place trusts are organ- 
iied and operated by the mostsucess- 
fttl business men of our country, 

i-OiLj"'>;d ordinarily ot u few eapital- 
ii*t, whose primary object of eourse 
is to enrich themselves, yet in al- 
most every instance it has worked a 
t'L'fittothe ■reneral pnlilie. For 
iD-unee. the Standard oil trust which 
has made Roekefeller a ■alti*mill- 
lonaire has at the same time reduce il 
the price of oil 50 per cent and but 
for the combination of wealth which 
made possible the pipe line and faci- 
iitj'.s for handlinf; and distribiitinj: 
ibe oil, it would have been 50 per 
cent higher today. 

J?ecretary Hitcheock on the 1 fth 
:n«-*.. declared that the Standard oil 
trti^t had a monopoly on production 
of oil in Indian Territory and had 
forcO'J the price of oil down. -Vnd 
lotuv while the V. IS. government 
furuishcs its weapons to the pending 
striiggirwitfi'snkndaf^'^rand'whi le 
d)^^atehes from Rome tell of a united 
movtment in Europe to crush the oil 
trust, the indighted corporation* iSITs 
it» stockholders be ot good cheer as 
tl"- nnipany's position is unasailahic 
from both a legal and moral stand- 
point. 

Again take the great trasts that 
hav )ieen formed for the purpose of 
controlling the output and price of 
the woolen Md eottoa goods of our 
country. The result is that no more 
factories are run than are necessary 
to supply the demand, and the coun- 
try's supply is sold by sunplos, and 
afttr the orders arc in the goods are 
woven and mauufaotured. Hence 
there is no surplus and oonsefjuently 
no loss. What is the rasult? At 
lea'-t a portion of the profits gained 
in the way of saved labor and fuel 
•Bd of unsalable stook, is given to 
the consumer. 

These are the principles and results 
of a great majority of our trusts. I 
admit lhat lomo orpcasiaod eapital. 

when it takes on the nature of a 
trust is pernicious, but if has been 
absolutely necessary in the develop- 
■eat of oommeree and business of 
our ountry. V»'hat would we have 
been today without the combination 
of wodtiif Aad yat avary orgaaiia* 
tion of capital partakes of tbo aalvra 
for a trust to some extent. 

Still all combination of capital are 
BOt traata. But ovary traat ia a 
ooa^klBation of capital. If then we 
agfM that combination of oapitalare 
BOi panleiona, valaaa ttoy have the 
tMat feature; and inasmuch as all 
troata hava tha good faalorM of coa- 



biuation, than we readily see, grant- 
ing that the trust foatare is perni- 
cious, that II has much to offset it. 
iiesides, inasmuch as labor unions 
are avowed enemies to capital wheth- 
er it be a trust or not, snd take 
every oei'itsion to injure wealth, it 
can not be claimed that they are a 
Heneflt to eapital. If they raise the 
price ol production unreasonalily 
high, the consuming puMic general- 
ly suffers. Then if the union man 
does not benefit himself the labor 
unions, work no irood to any class. 
We do uut yield this oBe point and 
before thia debate eloses we will 
prove that unions are aot for the best 
interest of the union man himself. 
Hut since We have decided that capi- 
tal is for the highest good of onr 
country, if unions harm it. -urely 
they arc pernieiou-^. M they du not 
hinder capital they are useless, and 
have not accomplished that for which 

tiicy w.:v .rr.itid. Moide- they 
have brought about a feeling ol dis- 
trust that has hindered business in 
alm<-t every conceivable way. 

Ill pritiripli". labor union- are 
themselves trusts. They are combi- 
nations for the purpose of destroviog 
competition, thereby controlling the 
pricf III wiL'o-. They however 
have none of the good features that 
aeeure to our oonntry from capital 
eomliinatiipii-. Mi -i.lr- tli. \ huvi- 
many features which when we right- 
ly understand them are very perni- 
cious. 

The kinds of unions an-t"" u'.nuer 
ous to mention. There are the 
Miners union, the Coopers union, the 
I'rint. r. union, the Teamsters union 
the Uoot-lil.ick union, and even the 
cooks and chorus girl s union. All 
are akin in prineiple, all strive to 

hinder eapital. None however, as i- 
usually supposed, fight the trusts. 
There is only one authenticated case 
on record, where a strike has been 
ordered ai:ain-t a trust, and that by 
unorganized laborer. Again the 
American Society of K«|uity, with 
its Tobacco Cirowor- Association of 
Kentucky and other tohacco LTowing 
states, the Farmers Kducatioual and 
Cooperative Union of the eottoB 
growing states, and the Texas Furm- 
ers Society of Ki|Uity. are not labor 
unions. They are producers associ- 
atioBi aad the avowed enemies of 

trusts. Whether these producers 
association- arc pernicious or not 
has nothing to do with this <|uestion 
tonight. Not only have we been iu 
sympathy with labor, but we have 
almost committed the error of not 
suspecting them. Trusts are at all 
times in the lime-light and we de 
luand inforee legal inspection of 

their secret transactions. So great 
is our conlideuce iu the laboring man 
that we permit him to have his 
secret lueetings aud take it for grant- 
ed he is discussing matters for his 
country's generil welfare. We re- 
tiise to bo aroused from onr ooiupla- 
cent lethargy until he has dynamit- 
ed a factory, flooded a mine, or kill- 
ed some innocent officer in the dis- 
eharge of his duty. 

j^Vgain the labor unions are com- 
posed of every Dationality and every 
class, the rich and the poor, the 
high and the low. the vicious and 
the docile, the criminal and the law 
abiding, the vagabond and the 
gentleman, the maa with character 
and the man without character, the 
man who loves bia country and the 
man who bataa it. The man who 
reeognises tho worth of the law and 
the man who respects no law. One 
eonglomeratiou oi individuals uu- 
wicldy and unmanageable. With 
what object in view? The increase 
in wages and the increase in the 
price of products. Its object is for 
aolf aloBo aad Bovar baaofita the pub- 
lie. The object being for the in- 
crease of wages which necessarily 
iBoroasos the price to the consumer 
of their prodaot, wluitovarit nwy 'bo. 
The increase of the price of any 
product is felt most heavily by the 
coBsamor. AIIimb bolag ooBtaa- 
ers,- then all BMB are effected diraat- 
ly aad iiviag ooaaaa higher.

I And in couclusiou, ladies and 
I gentlemen, 1 will speak of the effect 
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Take for iastanee the Mine-work- 
ers union who are continually strik- 
ing for higher wages, the result is 
the incrense in the price of coal to 
the consumer. Coal heing an arti- 
cle needed in every fan ily in our 
land, and by every factory and rail- 
road, it increases tho cost of living 
to every human being. The li'c- 
upon our own hearth-stones are mure 
expensive, the shoes and clothes we 
wear are more dear because Vhc cost 
of production and transportation i> 
made more ezpen.'>ive. and in the 
end the consumers pay it. 

What is true of one labor union is 
true (d' all others. All c.|ually '-or- 
rupt and pernicious, and what is 
pernicious in one is pernicious in 
all. While they claim to be ni';:iii- 
i/.'d foi KLritiiiiate purposes, iu 
esery instance they have been used 
for illegitimate purposes. 

Ill ilii ory UBIOBS are nri.Mni/.;itions 
for the protection of labor against 
the tyranny and oppression of cap- 
ital. In practice labor unions arc 
organiz:itii)ii fo-, tli.- ri-ti.iiii( of 
labor aud the manacling of eapital. 
The modern labor unions are com- 
binations for the sole purpo-e of -iir 
therinir the interests 'of the trade or- 
craft as a whole, in the old system 
there was tho element of solidarity 
in the relations of labor and capital, 
in the new system there is the ele- 
ment of antagonism, in the old sys- 
tem the craftsman prospered accord- 
ing to hi- -kill and indu-iiy. in the 
new 8y^tenl .-kill and industry is re- 
duced to one common denominator 
called the anion scale of wage. 

.\s:ain. mv friend-, lalnir unions 
are akin to socialism, and everyone 
here agrees with me when I say 
socialism is a form of anarchy. And 
it is hccoiiiing evident that labor 
unions are turning to the socialist 
party. The Countess of Warwick 
^aid, - The only hope for the work- 
ing class is .socialism.' Already the 
Cigar Makers union has pledged it- 
self to socialism. Also the Brewer 
Maker- Fnion No. 114, of Provi 
dcnce, li. 1. But this is nut the 
climax. The Western Confederation 
of Labor, with 160,000 members 
in tlieir tenth annual convention, 
heartily endorsed the platform of 
the socialist party, and it is only a 
((Uestion of time when Others will 
follow in their foot-steps. 

Nor is this the worst feature. We 
could afford to bo taxed to the limit 
to live. We could pay it and bear 
it. if they would only let a citizen 
enjoy what is rightfully his, and run 
his own business. 

The worst foes of America are the 
foes to that orderly liberty, without 
which our republic would speedily 
perish. The reckless labor unions 
that arouse the mob to riot and 
bloodshed is in the last analysis the 
most dangerous eaomy to oar coun- 
try. 

Never eau this republic stand if 
the labor Union is developed to its 
matority aad iaal eoaplolioB as oon- 
templatad aad hopad for by its load- 
ers. 

And as years go by and only the 
large oatUaoa of lofty American 
characters aad earaor remain, the 
great republio will confess the bene- 
diction of a Ufa that will set at 
naught that dispositioa for groed 
and gain that prompts men to shoot 
down their fellow men who are seek- 
ing honest employment in order to 
procure an honest living and drive 
parhapa tho wolf from his door,
